The Catholic Church meets the demands of the 
most exacting Christian. Poes she not prescribe 
belief tn everything which the most orthodox Prot- 
estant holds to be essential; and if “works” cpunt 
even more than faith, do Catholics not pray as much 
as other people, go to church better, practice self- 
denial more than others? Does not the Catholic 
Church render more service to suffering and needy 
humanity in more hospitals, homes for the orphan, 
the poor, the aged, etc.? 

Catholics are not attracted to church by cere- 
monies, nor is their religion one of outward show, 
Ceremonies are merely the dress with which the 
special form of divine worship is clothed. Every 
parliamentary meeting is conducted according to a 
ceremonial, but the ceremony is not the substance of 
the meeting. There is not a single ceremony con- 
nected with the Mass, or with any Catholic devotian, 
that is not deeply significant. 

Catholics do not attend Mass so faithfully be- 
cause they fear the priest, or because he has such a 
hold on them. In few parishes would the absence of 
any individual be noticed by the priest. It is not 
his custom to meet the people at the door either as 
they come in or go out, and most Catholic congre- 
gations are large. Believing that God Himself im- 
poses public worship on the Sabbath, Catholics re- 
gard participation in the same as a conscientious 
obligation, and therefore attend, rain or shine, 


There {s only one priest to every thousand Cathe. 
lics in the United States, while there is one minister 
to every 150 Protestants. Therefore, Catholics 
surely cannot be charged with being “priest-ridden.” 


Catholics do not believe that they may purchase 
Indulgences, or that the Church has any right to 
sell them. On the contrary, they are taught that an 
Indulgence cannot be gained on any terms, unless 
the person be free from grievous sin. Neither do 
they believe that an Indulgence is a license to sin, 
or that it even grants remission of sin. 


Catholics do not believe that the Pope is fn- 
spired, or that he cannot sin, or that he can make 
no mistake. Infallibility does not mean any of these 
things. Neither do they believe that they owe the 
Pope temporal allegiance, or that he may interfere 
in the politics of America or any other country. 


Catholics do not believe all Protestants are going 
to be lost or that all Catholi¢s are going to be saved. 
They know that there are many bad Catholics and 
many excellent Protestants, and they know tit all 
judgment must be left to Almighty God Himself. 


Catholics do not believe that all Catholics go to 
Purgatory; they do not pretend to believe that the 
priest knows who goes to Purgatory and who not} 
or that by the paying of a given amount of money a 
soul will be liberated from Purgatory. , 


There is no such thing as the abuse of the Con- 
fessional. A penitent would be obliged in conscience 
to report any abuse to the priest’s ecclesiastical 
superior and a priest, proved to have been guilty, 
would be barred from hearing confession
